to receive any Thing of that Kind, we have thought * to inform you 
of the following Tranſactions. 


About the 14th of July laſt, a Party of French and Spantards, in Conjunction 


with ſome Engliſhmen, ſome of whom, we are inform'd, have formerly 
dwelt in this City, came up in a Pilot-Boat within about 1 8 Miles of the 


Town of Newcajtle, plunder'd two Plantations, bound and abuſed the Owner 
of one of them, and wounded his Wife with a Muſket Ball, carrying off Ne- 
groes and Effects to a conſiderable Value. On their Return they met with 
a valuable Ship in the Bay, bound to this Port from Antigua, which they 
likewiſe took and carried off. Since that, on the 14th of September laſt, we 


received Information by Expreſs from Lou's: that on Tueſday the Sth of 


September two Sloops went wp the Bay, with a Pilot-Boat tending on each ;

on Wedneſday Evening they return'd, and anchor'd in Lewes Road, which 
kept the Watch at Lewes upon Duty Daygand Night: That one of the ſaid 
Veſſels, in Sight of the People at Lewes, took a Ship outward- bound, with 

her Pilot-Boat, and another Ship next Morning coming in; and was, at the 
Time of ſending away that Expreſs, in Chace of a Third, which, it was 
fear'd, would fall into their Hands in an Hour or two, It appear'd after- 
wards, that the Privateer mentioned in the faid Expreſs, belong'd to Cape- 
Francois: That ſhe carried fourteen Carriage Guns, ſixteen Swivels, and 
came out with about one Hundred and Seventy Men: That ſhe had taken 
in that Cruize no leſs than ten Prizes. Theſe Facts, with the Circumſtances 
attending them, will appear more particularly in the Depoſitions and Papers 
we have ordered to be laid before you. N a2 1970" 1 


From the Succeſs which attends our Enemies by Cruizing in our Bay 
without Riſque or Oppoſition, it may reaſonably be expected that they will 
continue their Depredations in the Spring, and, in all Likelihood, block up 

the Trade of this flouriſhing Colony; a Loſs, which we apprehend, will be 
ſenſibly felt by all Sorts of People. Trade ſupports the Merchant, the 
Planter, the Artificer. Every one in the Country, as well as in the Town, 
will be alike involv'd in the Loſs of Commerce, as they derive from thence 
many of the Neceſſaries and Conveniencies of Life. —AgConcern then, ſo in- 
tereſting to Men of all Degrees amongſt us, well deſerves your mot ſerious 


Conſideration. 


The Boldneſs of our Enemies, and the Knowledge they have gain d of our 
Bay and River, gives us great Reaſon to apprehend an Attack on this City, 
unleſs ſome Proviſion be ſpeedily made to diſcourage them from the Attempt, 


or to diſappoint them in it. 


| As we can't doubt but you will think the Protection of this City and the 
| Trade of it, highly worth your Care, you will wiſely provide for both. If a 

* Law was wanting for theſe Purpoſes, the People of Pennſylvania would be 

unhappy indeed, fince there is no Legiſlative Power at preſent in the Govern- 

ment. But we apprehend that as the Publick Money is in your Diſpoſal, 


no further Law is neceſſary.

Town for that Purpoſe. By them we are given to underſtand, that the Tribe 


of Indians, being a Mixture of the Si Nations, to which theſe Warriors be- 
long, have actually reſolv d to adhere to their Brethren the Engliſb againſt 
the French, and propoſe to kindle a great Fire at Ohio in the Spring, to which 
they have invited the Jadians living round about them, to join with them in 
theſe Reſolutions. This is an extraordinary Event in our Favour, which ought 
to be improved to the greateſt Advantage. From the Situation of theſe Peo- 
ple, being moſtly within the Limits of this Government, they are capable of 
doing, or preventing the greateſt Miſchiefs; and from what paſs'd at a Con- 
verſation between them and the Interpreter, there is Reaſon to apprehend, 

that without Encouragement from this Province, they may be ſeduced by the 
French to go over to their Side, whereby the Lives of the Back Inhabitants will 
be in the utmoſt Danger. Theſe Conſiderations have induced us to give them 
the Goods mention'd in the Account deliver'd you herewith, and to promiſe to

Rum among the Indians, and have iſſued a Proclamation. drawn in as ſtrong 
Terms as the Nature of the Caſe would admit, to prevent it ; but as the Laws 
provided in thoſe Caſes are very defective, we cannot expect the-Abuſes and 
Irregularities committed At fo who paſs under the Name of Indian Tra- 
ders, will be prevented, until thoſe Laws be amended ;. we therefore ear- 
neſtly recommend it to your Houſe to-take the State of the Indian Trade into 
Confideration, and to prepare a Bill for limiting the Number of Indian

lay before you, it appears that on Sunday Morning laſt they had taken a 
Schoorier bound from this Port to Bermuda, on board of which they had put 
Part of their Men, with Arms, and Orders to proceed to the Capes of De- 
laware, where the Schooner arrived, and on Monday Evening took in our 
Bay a Brigantine with a very valuable Cargo on board, bound to this Port.

The Appreèhenſions of this Board, that the Succeſs our Enemies then met with,

Sitting our Port was actually blocked up by the 
Enemy's Privateers; they have ſince grown more numerous, and have taken 
almoſt all our inward- bound Veſſels, uſing our Countrymen with great Bar- 
barity. One of them, a large Spaniſp Privateer, with One hundred and ſixty 
Men on board, came up the River as high as Elſenburg, where ſhe came to 
an Anchor, without being diſcovered to be an Enemy, and intended next 
Morning to take a Ship then laying before Newce/ile, and burn the Town ; 
which they had certainly effected, had not an Engliſbman ſwam on ſhore in 
the Night, and alarmed the Inhabitafits. Tis true moſt of the Privateers are 
now thought to be gone off with their Prizes ; but it is reaſonable to ſuppoſe 
they will ſoon return for more; or that- others, encouraged by the Fame 
of their Succeſs, will ſupply their Places. . | 
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During the Enemy's Stay in the River, they took a great Number of ſmall 
Craft, and thereby gained exact Intelligence of what paſſed among us; and it 
is not unlikely but that, among other Things, they had learnt the Reſolutions 
of your Houſe, and had a Dependance that no Veſſel of War would be fitted 
out againſt them by this Government; otherwiſe they might have expected 
their Inſolence and Cruelty would not have gone unpuniſhed ; it being an un- 
uſual Thing for Engliſbmen to bear tamely, and without Reſiſtance, the Inſults 
of ſo deſpicable an Enemy, Crews of Negroes, Mulattoes, and the very Dregs 
of Mankind. 1 oy 8 * 
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Soon after your Adjournment, His Majeſty's Sloop the Orter, under the 
Command of Capt. Ballet, arrived here; hut not being in a Condition to 
proceed immediately on a Cruize, and being beſides a Veſſel of ſmall Force, 
inſufficient, without an Aſſiſtant to attack ſuch a Number of Enemies, we 

| have hitherto reaped no Advantage from her Arrival: She is now careen'd, 
and we hope will be ſoon fit for Service ; to which End the Captain aſſures us 
ꝛothing in his Power ſhall be wanting. And we have diſpatched an Expreſs to 
Virginia, in order to procure (if poſſible) the Hector Man of War to join her; 
but as the obtainin g this Aſſiſtance, and its Continuance, if obtain'd, are, on ma- 
ny Accounts, uncertain, we have thought it abſolutely neceſſary that a Ship 
of War ſhould be fitted out by this Province, to be join'd with the Otter for 
the Protection of our Trade, the Conſideration whereof we now earneſtly re- 
commend to your Houſe, and that you would accordingly furniſh a ſufficient 
Sum of Money, which we aflure you ſhall be applied faithfully to that Pur- 
poſe, and with the utmoſt Frugality. You will herewith receive an Eſtimate 
of what we judge the Charge will amount to by the Month, which we ſhall 
endeavour to leflen.as much as poſſible. 
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We find, that it has been the Opinion of your Houſe, that the keeping a 
Veſſel conſtantly, at our Capes to guard the Coaſt, will be introductive of 
an Expence too heavy for the Province to bear, and be too great a Burthen on 
the Inhabitants. But if our Port continues block'd up ; if not only our in- 
ward bound Veſſels muſt be taken, but thoſe in Port dare not venture out, 
whereby the periſhable Commodities with which they are laden ſpoil in the 
Hands of the Merchants; if thoſe Colonies that uſed to take off great Part of 
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our Produce, are diſcouraged from ſending their Veſſels hither, and endea⸗ 
| your to be furniſhed, as they may be, with the ſame Commodities, at a ſafer 
Port; if, by theſe Means, our Trade diminiſhes, being turn'd into another 
Channel, our Produce ſinks in Value, and every neceſſary Commodity from 
broad is enhanced in Price; if, thro' the Decay of Buſineſs, our Merchants 
il, our Tradeſmen want Employment, our Farmers are reduced to Pover- 
dur Inhabitants remove, and our Lands and Houſes fall far below their

reſent Worth, all natural Conſequences of an obſtructed Navigation; we 


fro you would conſider whether theſe will not prove Burdens vaſtly heavier, E 
and to which that of keeping a Veſſel to protect our Trade bears no Propor- — 
tion; we having good Grounds to aſſure you, that the Loſs ſuſtain d within 
one Week only, amounts to a much larger Sum than would be neceſſary to 
be expended in guarding our Coaſt for ſeveral Years. We ſhall only add, that 
if there ſhould not be Money enough at preſent in the Treaſury, a ſufficient 
Sum might readily be raiſed, by way of Loan, on the Credit of a Vote of 
your Houſe.
